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ADVERTISEMENT. 



In produciog this first portion of the Promptorium, the 
Edilor, having for various reasons heen induced to withhold 
for the present his more detailed Preface, feels it requisite to 
offer a few preliminary observations. The present edition 
is formed upon the text of the Harleian MS. 221, which 
has been selected as the most ancient, the most correct, 
and the most copious of the MSS. of which the existence 
has hitherto been ascertained. The additions that have 
been made from other MSS., and from Pynson's edition, 
are numerous ; these, as Ukewise the corrections and 
various readings, are distinguished from the text by being 
placed within brackets, with the indication of the sources 
whence they are severally derived. In a few instances, 
where the reading of the Harl. MS. appeared so faulty 
as to justify an alteration of the text, the rejected word 
has heen given in the notes ; but more frequently it has 
been considered preferable to leave the reading of the 
MS. unaltered, and to give the various reading, which at 
once suggests the correction. The authorities whence 
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various readings have been taken, are indicated in the 
following manner. MS. in the Library at King's College, 
Cambridge, ^k.) ; MS. in the collection of Sir Thomas 
Phillipps, Bart, at Middle Hill, and formerly in the Heber 
Library, (h.) ; MS. in the Chapter Library at Winchester, 
originally in the possession of Thomas Silkstede, Prior of 
Winchester, A.D. 1 498, (s.) A fragment contained in Harl. 
MS. 22/4, afforded a few readings, which are marked by 
the number of the MS. The edition printed by Pynson, 
in 1499, has supplied numerous additions and various 
readings, distinguislied thus, (p.) ; and a few, the critical 
importance of which is but trifling, have been selected 
from the editions by Julian Notary, 1508, (j.) and W. de 
Worde, 1316, (w.) The work was reproduced by the last 
named printer in 1510, 1512, and 1328; but Pynson's 
text appears to have been followed in all the subsequent 
editions, with partial abridgment chiefly of the Latin portion 
of the work, and some trifling variations. 

The integrity of the MS. selected as the groundwork 
of the present echtion having thus been, in all essential 
respects, preserved, the following raodiflcations have been 
deemed advisable. The original consists of two distinct 
portions, and alphabetical arrangements, a nominale, and 
a verbale, according to the usage, of which other instances 
occur in contemporary works of a similar nature. The 
disadvantage of thus separating the verbs from the nouns, 
and other parts of speech, was evidently material, and 
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the arrangement has been simplified by throwing the 
whole into one alphabetical order. The indications of 
genders, declensions, and conjugations, as Ukevrise of 
certain inflexions of the Latin words, which conveyed 
important information to the student of Latin, for whose 
benefit the work was compiled, but are devoid of any 
utility as regards the jiresent jiurpose, have been wholly 
omitted. Wherever it was practicablcj the Latin words 
have been corrected by reference to the authorities cited ; 
in all other cases no attempt has been made to alter the 
barbarisms of a debased Latinity, which, displeasing, 
indeed, to the eye of the classical scholar, are not devoid 
of information to the archaic student. 

It has been found impossible to preserve the perfect 
regularity of alphabetical an-angement, in consequence 
of the disorder that had been introduced by the scribe, 
who, writing more by ear than careful observation of 
orthography, has in his transcript continually i-itiated the 
spelling of the original. To have corrected these cor- 
ruptions, introduced by the second hand, would have 
been incompatible with the principle of preserving, in its 
integrity, the text of the MS. : the transposition of the 
words would have destroyed the evidence of their original 
spelling indicated by the alphabetical arrangement. Some 
words have, however, where it appeared advisable, been 
transposed ; and if the Editor should be reproached with 
an excess of caution in not making many alterations of 
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the kind, he hopes that the inconvenience will be ulti- 
mately remedied by means of an orthographic Index, 
which it is proposed to supplj^, wherein the reference to 
words disguised by the most obsolete and uncouth spel- 
ling, may be eifectuaUy facilita.ted. The contractions 
have throughout been printed at length, with the excep- 
tion of the final m and n : these have been left iu cases 
where any question might arise as to their jjower. Tlie 
chief difficulty in this respect has occurred in regard to 
the verbs, and although the Editor has Uttle doubt that 
the termination -nne was here intended by the contraction 
n, yet the irregularities of the spelUng, and indications of 
contraction, tliat occur in the MS., in this instance, have 
induced him to leave these, and all questionable cases, to 
the decision of those whom they may interest. In a 
few instances where the contraction has appeared to be 
redundant, or erroneous, it has been printed as it stands 
in the MS., so that it may be rejected, or retained, at the 
option of the reader. A prolongation of the last stroke 
of the m or n, which occasionally, as it is believed, 
denotes the mute final e, has been indicated in the 
following manner, m', u'. It must also be noticed, 
that y is to be sought in the place of i ; that sh is in- 
variably written sch ; and that p, which is occasionally, 
by inadvertence of the scribe, written th, takes the pe- 
nultimate place, usually iissigned to it in the Anglo-Saxon 
alphabet. The letter 5 is found in the place of z, at the 
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close of the alphabetical arrangement ; as, however, its 
various and undefined powers would have been insuf- 
ficiently represented by that letter, the Saxon character 
has been retained, with the exception only of a very 
small number of words, in which the letter having evi- 
dently the simple and ordinary power of z, that character 
has been employed. 

In the selection of illustrative materials, the Editor has 
sought to keep equally in view the curious character of 
the work, as affording definite evidence of archaic usages, 
and its philological importance. He has thought it also 
more desirable to estabUah by contemporary evidence the 
existence of an obsolete word, or show the immediate 
source whence it was introduced into the language, than 
to enter upon etymological speculations. 

The Author excuses himself for the dialectical pecu- 
liarities of his work, written in conformity with the lan- 
guage of Norfolk, witli which alone he was acquainted ; 
a comparison, therefore, with the existing dialect of East 
Anglia appeared to be desirable, and it has been carried out 
as far as it was practicable. Of numerous contemporary or 
ancient authorities, whence illustrations have been largely 
drawn, several MSS. of the Latin-English Dictionary, en- 
titled Medulla Grammatices, compiled, according to Bale, 
by the same author as the Promptorium, have been chiefly 
consulted, as likewise the same work in its printed form, 
under the title of the Ortus Vocabulorum. Of the 
Medulla Grammatices, or Grammatice, the MSS. which

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may especially be dted are, among several in the Harleian 
Collection, those marked 2257 and 2270 ; two valuable 
MSS. in the collection of Sir Thomas PhilUpps, Bart. 
H2i4 and 8306 (MSS. Heber, 1020 and 1360) ; and the 
MS. in the Chapter Library at Canterbury, which is the 
more remarkable on account of the large number of cor- 
responding Anglo-Saxon words, which have been added 
in the mai^in, as it is supposed, by the hand of Somner. 
A copy is also preserved in the Pepysian Library at Cam- 
bridge, erroneously described as an English and I^atin, 
instead of a Latin-English Dictionary, and another in the 
Library at Holkham. The most ancient MS. hitherto 
noticed is in the possession of the Editor ; and it must be 
observed, that although the work is substantially the 
same, the variations of the text in all these copies are 
found to be very great, and deserve careful comparison. 
.\ highly valuable MS., dated 1483, consisting of an English 
and Latin Dictionary, wholly distinct from the Prompto- 
rium, and written apparently in the North-Eastern parts 
of England, is cited as the Catholicon Anglicum. For 
free use of this important source of illustration the Editor 
is indebted to the kindness of its late lamented possessor, 
the Right Hon. Lord Monson. The curious work of 
Jolin Palsgrave, entitled, " Eclaircissement de la langue 
Frau9oyse," 1530, the quaint sentences of Horraan's Vul- 
garia, 1519, and various other early printed authorities of 
equal rarity, have been made available to the utmost of 
the Editor's ability. But much has been inevitably 1^ 
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without any explanatory comment; and the Editor is 
apprehensive that the elucidations which he has been 
enabled to offer will too frequently be found insufficient 
or defective. In a work that has demanded much minute 
research and detiuled reference, numerous errors must, 
with the utmost care, have occurred ; and he will thank- 
fully appreciate any corrections or suggestions with which 
those who are interested in such researches may favour 
him. Considerable inconvenience has arisen from the 
impossibility of gaining access to treatises from which the 
Latin words in the Promptorium were derived. The 
author cited as " Mirivalensis, in Campo florura, " is 
unknown, and all researches in order to discover that 
work, which supplied many of the most curious and 
obscure terms, have hitherto been fruitless. No MS. of 
the Derivationes Ugucionis has yet been found which 
answers to the description here given, " Ugncio versifi- 
catus;" and the " Commentarius curialium " is likewise 
still a desideratum. On these points of difficulty the 
Editor, in behalf of his endeavour to offer in the present 
work some contribution towards the archaic lexicography 
of the English language, would solicit the aid of those 
who are more conversant than himself with early MS. 
literature.

Ancient Laws and Inalit. i, <91, Dr. Henry obaenes that the custom prevailed, 
at the time of the Conquest, in France, and probably in all the countries of Europe,

In the Xllllh Cent, the feat or lent appears at the collar of 
the robe, both in male and female costume, being a short slit cloied hj a brooch, and 
nhich served for greater eonveaience in putting on a dress so faflhioned as to fit ctosel^ 
round the throat. This is abowp by the effigies at Fontevrault, engraved by Stotbard, 
and especially by those of Queen Berengaria, at theabbey of I'Egpan, and of Richard I., 
recently diit^ovcreil at Ronen. Archnol. xiii. pi. iii. In thcue initancei it is bu£. 
ciently sppireat why the fcnt should be termed, as in the Promplorium, fibvlaiorium ; 
but at a later period being considerably prolonged, the opening of the robe in Oont cl- 
tending often much beloir (he imist, a brooch was no longer aufflcient to close it. At 
the period when Chaucer wrote, the Tent was trimmed with rich fan, and the fastenings 
were ornaments of chased Rork, jewelled, of a Tcry splendid description. They are 
termed in inventories " atlacha," and eihibiledon the eSgies of Lady Mohun, and of 
Joan of Nassrre. Queen of Henry IV,, at Canterbury. Tbe less richly decorated effigy 
of Queen I'hilippa. at Westminster, presents au example of the fent, simply closed by a 
lace; and the combination of furs and jewels in this part of coslume appears in many 
MSS. which have furnished Strutt with examples, among which may particularly be 
mentioned Roy. MS. 16 O. V. See Sirutt's Dresses, pi. icir. The propriety of ap- 
plying to the feni thus purfled and adorned, the tcrm^intria, as in tbe Promptoriam, 
is erident, as likewise timbta, which is given by Dueange, on ao ancient authority, as 
tyaonyniODs vith fibulatorimn. In tbe Wardrobe of Sir John Fastolf. A.D. 1 -IS 9. there 
was "j jakket of red fclwi't, the ventifl bounde with red lether."

Peckham, 1280. among tbe ornaments and reijuisitea to be proiided in eiery charch, at 
the charge of the pariibioners, was included '•fertlruiH eomprlen* ad ifpulluram mor- 
/uontn." Wilkios, i. 613, 66G; ii. 49. In its lecondary sense fertlnm signified a 
portable shrine, containing tbe relics of saiata, and carried in processions on a rrams 
similar to the ordinary bier; and also stationary abriaes of similar fashion, bnt which it 
was not cnstamary to display as geststory omameats, each as those of St. Catbbert at 
Durham, or St. Thomas of Hereford, ia the cathedral there. It is recorded in Reg.

It would, however, 
leem that the word is here Riven as synonymous with flute, and the inijuiry suggests 
itself whether it had originalty denoted some musical instrutoent, and thence been used in 
a more general signification.

A 
detailed account of pasutgei in ancient documents or chrouicles which throw light on 
this obscore subject has been giien by Sir S. Meyrick, inhiiCrit. Enquiry, and a paper 
on the history of hand lire.armt, Archvol. ixli. ; and likewise by Mr. ArcbilwJd, in 
hia description of ancient aiiUlBry discovered on tbe coast of Lancashire, ArohKoi. 
miii. It may here suffice to stale that gunpowder was known in Western Europg 
about tbe middle of the XHItb cent. ; and that the earliest recorded instance of its UW) 
in war, in this eouotry, appears to have been in the finteipeditlanof £dw. 111. against 
the Scots, in 1377, when artilleTy, termed by Barbour " crakys of wer." was employed.

The inTeotion of hand flre-arms is assigned by Sir S. Meyrick,on 
the authority of Billins. to tbe Lncqnese, in 1430 ; (ArcbKol. iiii. 60) yet a prior use 
of some weapons of the sort seems lo be indicated. In an Intentory of the arms and 
cITectB of Sir Simon Bnriey. taken apparently after his execution, l3liH, and now in the 
poasessioii of Sir Thomas Pbillipps, among "pelUtt ehoif h Baynard Casteil," is 
named ">. pefi'f gonne dt /tir. ' In the Pell Beoords, I Hen. IV. 1400, paymenla 
appear for " qoareU gunnes," at 7s. each ; for saltpetre, aulphur, and wadding ; and the 
contemporary cTldence of Monitrelet shews that " iatloiuh/tu '' were among the arms 
otibe Englishsent to the relief of the siege of Orleans, in U2». Hand. gunsare named 
■niong pnrcbases for the defence of Holy Island, liAti; and were used at the siege of 
Caistor. in Norfolk, about 1459. Paston Lett, ii 3l(i. la the version of Vegecius at. 
tributed to Treiisa, and completed I40i), in the kccount of military engines, allusion is 
made to "grete gonnes that ihele now a daiei itooes of so grete peyse that no osJle 
may with-atonde them ; as haihe be wele ohewede botbe in the Northe cuntre, and eke 
intbaweimorWolos." B. iv. g. 33, Boy. MS. IB A.. XII.

It is of gold, 
and appears to he properly an enamelled work, Che field, according to the ordinary pro- 
cess of the earlier period, being chiselled out to receive a vitrified metallic compound 
of a dark blue colour, nblch wbs fixed by Fusion in the cavities formed by the tool, and 
set off the design produced by those parts of the meCa) that had been left in lelieT. 
Another mode of workmanship, in some degree analogous, appears in the jewel at the 
Aslimolean Museum, altribated to Alfred ; a specimen recently discovered in Londooi 
Archicol. xxix. pi. x. and a. few other instances. In these a semi -transparent substaaoe, 
which appears to he rather a vitreous paste than a true enamel, Gils the spaces in tbe 
field of the design, the outline being farmed, not by chiselliag the solid metal, but bf 
means of thin fillets of gold, allached to the suriace of tbe plate, and serving to detach 
the varioDsly coloured portions of the design. At a later period the pre-eminent skill 
of the enamellers of Limoges caused their work to be highly esteemed in other coun- 
tries. It appears that the Comb of Walter de Merton, Bp. ltn:hester, 1974, was mada 
by Magisler Johannes do Limogii, who camo to England for the purpose. Sea the 
Eieoutor's Accounts, Thorpe's Cust.Roff. 193. At the Reformation this memorial »•■ 
destroyed ; but the enamelled effigy in Westminster Abbey, representing Will, de Va- 
lence, who died 1396, if noCIlie work of John of Limoges, aSonls an interesting ifw. 
cimen of the art practised at that place. Theptrvailingueeof ornaments of this nature 
appears also from tbe Coniitit. of Will, de Uleys, lS3y. and Wait, de Cantilnpe, 1340, 
Bishops of Worcester, preieriblng, among Cbe sacred omamenla Co be provided bj Ae 
parishioners, " y- pvMdti, una orj»n(<o, reJ tbvnea, eel de optri LemeriticB, in JW 
hottia retfremtur.'' Wilk. Cone. i. fi23, 6f)G. Several of these eiisC ; but tbe mott 
curious enntnelled ornaments of this period, as connected with England, are the naaH 
abrinea called ca/ri Ltmaviemir*. on -which iarepreaented tbe martyrdom of St, Tlinmtta 
of Canterbury. One of these ia in the possession of tbe Ant. Sac. and another at llere- 
ford Cathedral. Enamel wai likewise made avaiUhte for the decoration of sopnk'hral

Tbe virtues of the lily are commended tot 
making hair to grow again, and tbe oil of bazel nuts as iuMlible against " mow tjug e 
of here," f. .^0 i and an effectual depilatory "for-doyng licre " is given at f. 35. Tu 
strangest subatances were in reqoest for snob purposes : thus in Jtd. D. viii. f. 79, b. 
" liximum de einere fimi coInmU" is recommended as an approved remedy agaiaft 
tbe fnlling of hair. The eitcnt to which inch artificial aids were made BTailable M • 
later period appears from the Dumbetlesa prescriptions given b; Getnrde, Parkinson, 
Langham, in bie Garden of Ueatth, 1579, aDd similar writera. See the satirical ob> 
sertations of Bulwer on this aubject, in the Artificial Changling, 16.'i3. Horman, who 
wrote at the oommencement of the reign of Hen. Vlll. says that " maydena wore 
aylken caltia, with the whiche Ibey keepe in ordre tbeyr beare made yelowe with lya ; 
comat ILmia mffalai lire raliilatat. Women chaunge the natnrsU colour of Uieyr 
beare with crafty colour and sonnyng.

Page 5, b. line S6, for A-ckthkn, read A-ckthk. The word is written in the Harl. MS. 
a-cethe, bat it would appear that the final contraction must be regarded as an error 
of the transcript. In the Winchester MS. it is written a-cethe. Compare Fol- 
fyllyn*, or make a-cethe in thynge >at wantythe, p. 182 ; and Make a-ceethe. 

Page 7, b. line 19» for utqui read tuque. 

Page 8, note 4, in the quotation from the metrical paraphrase of Vegecius, Tit. A. 
XXIII. the word remue should apparently be read reum^ : in the original, ** rheuma.** 
Compare the curious Tersion attributed to TrcTisa, Roy. MS. 18, A. XII. where the 
word is thus rendered : ** This ebbing and flowing that is callede the rewme of the 
see." B. iv. c. 43. See also Lansd. MS. S85, f. 136, b. In the French Tertioni 
attributed by Caxton to Christine de Pise, the word is translated *'rheume,**

Page 37 1 a. line 24, for nemor read nenior. 

Page 66, b. line 19, for pentys read serpentys. This correction is supplied by the 
reading of the Winchester MS., the existence of which was not known to the EMitor 
when this page was printed. The true sense being thus ascertained, it is obTions 
that the curious passage cited in the note is wholly foreign to the purpose. 

Page 73, a. line 8 ; the reading of the MS. as here printed seems very questionable. 
Compare Fretyn, or cherry n, p. 179. The Winchester MS., however, agrees here 
with the Harl. MS., and gives Cherwyn', or tetyn'. 

Page 97 » transpose the notes 4 and 5. 

Page 116, b. line 9, for ArUtoielis read Aristoieles, 

Page 117, a. line 11, after androchiaiorium insert k. Compare Vacherye, or dayrye. 

Page 122, b. line 2 ; the reading of the MS. is here ar6i7rer, but the word ought to 
have been written arbiter^ according to the Catholicon. 
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
